OPINIONS OF SOME PROMINENT EDUCATORS AND LIBRARIANS 


Wuy Lisraries IN HiGH SCHOOLS?

I was asked a short time ago to send to one 
of the members of the Board of Education in 
another city a statement of some of my rea- 
sons for thinking that high schools should 
have large and convenient libraries and that 
librarians of these libraries should be persons 
of such education and skill as to put them on 
a level in position and salary with the best of 
high school teachers. To this inquiry I sent 
the following reply: 

In 25 years of library management in Den- 
ver, Springfield, Mass., and Newark, I have 
come in close contact with many high school 
teachers and pupils, with teachers and students 
in colleges and universities and with the 
teachers and children in elementary and gram- 
mar schools; and I have found that wide 
knowledge of and skill in the use of books 
and libraries is possessed by few of them. 
These things are not taught or acquired in 
college, normal school, high school or gram- 
mar schools. The result is that boys and girls 
leave school without knowing that in print is 
to be found that which can help them to be- 
come better workers in any pursuit they may 
take up, however humble, or however ad- 
vanced. Text books they know, a little; be- 
yond these, of the vast world of print, renewed 
daily, helpful to them in a thousand ways, they 
know little, and know still less of the methods 
of finding that which each of them particularly 
needs. 


Print, gathered in a library, properly in- 
dexed and kept up-to-date, is simply the mas- 
ter key to the world’s advance. It records that 
advance, and exposes each last step in it, in 
any line whatsoever, to any person who knows 
how to handle it. 

Our schools and notably our high schools 
should teach how to handle print, to use it, 
to learn from it and to advance by means of it. 

In our high schools we spend literally mil- 
lions of dollars to equip laboratories, kitchens, 
carpenter shops, machine shops and what not, 
to be used each by a small part of the pupils 
for a small part of the short school day. This 
is partly because so to do is the fashion of the 
hour, partly also because the products of work 
in those shops, kitchens and laboratories can 
be seen, touched and handled, are real things 
even to the most unintelligent. 

For books, the essential tools of every form 
of acquisition, we spend, outside of text books, 
a few paltry thousands. The things a child 
makes we can see, and we are impressed by 
them; the knowledge he gains, the power of 
thought he acquires—these cannot be made 
visible and are not appreciated by the ignor- 
ant; they can only be certified to by the 
teacher and demonstrated by the student’s 
words and deeds as he goes through life. 

Mastery of print is mastery of world 
knowledge. Our young people do not have it. 
Surely they should be led to acquire it, and 
where better than in the high schools? To 
aid them in this acquisition the high schools 
should have ample collections of books, and 
these collections of books should become ac- 
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tive teaching organisms through the ministra- 
tions of competent librarians. 

Of all teaching laboratories, there is one 
which is plainly of supreme importance—that 
of books. 

Of the value to a high school’s teaching 
staff of a well rounded library, fully indexed 
and animated by a competent librarian, and of 
the value of the same to pupils in the mere 
routine of their daily tasks, I do not need to 
write you. These things are self evident, and 
they are attested to abundantly in every city 
in which, as in Newark, there are teachers 
who have enjoyed the advantages of a library 
in one high school building and then have been 
transferred to another in which there is none. 

I have watched for 20 years the develop- 
ment in this country of belief in the supreme 
value of book-using skill in education, and I 
can assure you that that development has ac- 
quired much strength and speed in recent 
years. As an observer of education I can as- 
sure you that whatever decision your board 
may make now as to the position your high 
school libraries and librarians should occupy 
in your educational scheme, in the long run 
the printed page will win, and will assert it- 
self as the most important of ali aids to knowl- 
edge, training and wisdom. 

It will be much to the credit of the educa- 
tional system of your city if it keeps well at 
the front in its recognition of the supreme 
importance to every coming citzen of high 
skill in the use of books and libraries —New- 
arker, March, 1915. 


THE NEED OF AN AGGRESSIVE CAMPAIGN 
FOR BETTER SCHOOL LIBRARIES

The aggressive campaign for better books, 
better library organization and better school 
librarians has scarcely begun. We have, and 
rightly, aroused much enthusiasm over voca- 
tional guidance, educational guidance, super- 
vised study, differentiated- curriculums, new 
socialized recitations, school “projects” and 
longer school day. Yet all this loosening up 
of the old formal restricted school procedure 
must culminate in an efficient smooth working 
- modern library organization and center. What 
is meant by “modern library organization” will 
become increasingly clear as I proceed. Some- 
how, we have not been able to make a national 


issue—a propaganda—out of our library con- 
victions, as we have, for example, our methods 
of teaching spelling. We are not in the press 
enough. Our agitation is too lady-like. We 
hark back to anciently honored culture too ex- 
clusively. We don’t adjust our library theo- 
ries to the demands of the educational jour- 
nals, and write in the language these readers 
demand. There are too few books on the li- 
brary—especially the school library. There 
are scarcely even theories as to libraries for 
adolescents. We must invade the field of edu- 
cational literature more boldly and read into 
the best educational theory to-day the library's 
program and attitude. Some one has said that 
the modern high-school recitation is one half 
shop or laboratory; one half library. We 
haven't made this idea articulate in the sense 
of interpreting it and stating it clearly in 
terms of actual systematically organized school 
activity. All this, in part at least, means that 
we have not at present, in adequate formula- 
tion, either our school library philosophy or 
its technique and administration. I know high- 
school men who are finely fired with the vis- 
ion of our one and one half million high- 
school boys and girls in the process of being 
made good discriminating critical readers of 
our daily and weekly publications. They see 
that the cause of nationalizing (and interna- 
tionalizing) our secondary education actually 
does depend largely upon our achieving this 
high purpose. What these high-minded high- 
school men do not have is such a knowledge 
of school library technique, furniture and 
other appointments, space requirements, trained 
teacher-librarian standards, economical and 
efficient methods of administration, which will 
make the library not a collection of hooks, but 
a_ well-organized, smooth-working, efficient 
“form of service.” 

Modern high-school education is no longer 
mere book memorization in small daily doses 
with verbal tests. Its methods, content and 
purpose have clearly broken over all bounds 
of mere academicism. It is entering the twen- 
tieth-century stage responsive to the peculiar 
and varied educational demands imposed upon 
it. These demands in turn imply a library or- 
ganization and equipment correspondingly 
varied. 

The school library must in every respect take 
its place with the school laboratory and the 
school shop and the school gymnasium and 
playground. This is the fundamental lack of 

our elaborate school plants to-day. They need

and they will soon have this laboratory of the 
humanities. We must and we can without 
delay make it educationally bad form and bad 
business to allow the present impression of a 
modern palatial high-school building, perfectly 
appointed in most respects, housing absurdly 
such a motley array of old and useless and 
dirty text-books, out-of-date encyclopaedias 
and reference works, and an unkept shelf, full 
of equally old, black and forbidding volumes 
of departments of agriculture, “attic books,” 
gifts, often of friends (?) who wish to clean 
up their own shelves and attics and get their 
names in local papers as donors. 


Some recent local “surveys” have visioned 
for us the meager “reading horizons” of high- 
school pupils. We have found that persistence 
in schools even seems to depend upon books in 
the home. We know by records of successful 
school librarians that these “reading horizons” 
of high-school pupils are amazingly broadened 
as we extend to them, in any systematic way, 
reading facilities. In short we know that 
education will go hand in hand with accessibil- 
ity to the world’s store of wisdom which—we 
must ‘still not forget—is in books. School 
boards accept as a matter of course the neces- 
sity of spending large sums on science labora- 
tories and even more liberal outlays on shops 
for all the practical arts, even to the extent 
of minute conveniences to facilitate some 
minor instructional requirements. The new 
pedagogy for La@in, for English and for the 
social sciences demands quite as elaborate 
supplementary material in the way of modern 
library appointments. All such matters as li- 
brary staff, technical training for all high- 
school teachers of the so-called “humanities,” 
administrative machinery, budget apportion- 
ment, location of library rooms and their 
equipment, courses for credit in use of books, 
etc., are not fortunately unescapable adminis- 
trative duties of school officials. 


More than anything else we need to think the 
library into our everyday-school consciousness. 
We need to feel that a school library, more- 
over, is vastly more than merely a collection 
of even choice books. The modern school has 
spread into an institution with functions 
reaching far beyond that of merely intellect- 
ualizing the child. It cares for all that per- 
tains to the complete flowering of the pupil’s 
individuality, hygienic, intellectual, esthetic, 
vocational, moral, religious. So the modern 


adequate school library must be, an institution 
for distribution and display and for demon- 





stration of all legitimate modern educational 
tools.—School and Society, September 9, 1916. 


THE RELATION OF THE LIBRARY TO 
BusINEss EDUCATION

The recognition of the important relation of 
libraries to education in general has been one 
of the marked features of modern library-de- 
velopment, and the subject has long since 
passed the stage of question or discussion; for 
the library is recognized as a permanent and 
vital factor in secondary, as well as in college, 
education. Not only have our educators put the 
emphasis upon the use of many books in place 
of a single textbook in the study of a subject, 
but they have gone even further and have 
incorporated into the curricula of elementary 
and high schools, normal schools, and colleges 
courses giving instructions, not only in the use 
of the books and libraries in general, but also 
in the most effective use of them in the study 
of a particular subject. 


The relation of the library to the studies 
which are commonly called the “humanities” 
is therefore permanently established; but the 
relation of the library to courses of instruction 
for business education has not yet been defi- 
nitely formulated. Courses of instruction for 
business education are comparatively new in 
educational institutions, and there still exists 
in the minds of some a sense of incongruity in 
associating the two words, “business” and 
“education.” 


Thoughtful investigation of existing condi- 
tions, however, reveals some definite facts in 
regard to the relation of business and educa- 
tion. Business is no longer conducted on a 
rule-of-thumb basis, but according to organ- 
ized and systematized methods, and there is a 
science of business just as truly as there is a 
science of law or of medicine. 

Altho the conception of the vital relation of 
books and libraries to education in general 
has taken root in our educational systems, the 
principle has not been applied systematically 
to business education. Business literature dif- 
fers from the literature of other sciences in 
that it is a widely scattered literature, varied 
in form, related to many subjects, and drawn 
from so many different sources that no public 
library is able to bring it together on its 
shelves with the exactness with which the lit- 
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erature of other subjects can be assembled. 
The literature which pertains to business ac- 
tivities must be sought in many different di- 
rections, and it is therefore all the more im- 
portant that one know where to find it. 

The recognition of this fact has led to the 
establishment within large business organiza- 
tions of business libraries, in order to meet 
the intimate and specific needs of the particu- 
lar business with a special collection of ma- 
terial adapted to its needs, in addition to the 
help which may often be obtained from the 
technical, civic, and business departments 
which have been organized in many of our 
large public libraries to help business men. 

Small business firms, which are in the ma- 
jority and which cannot afford to employ a 
librarian, have often just as vital, tho not as 
many, needs for information as large business 
organizations have, and the burden, therefore, 
of knowing what printed information exists 
and how to get it falls upon the various 
workers in the organization, particularly upon 
the young men and women who are filling 
secretarial or stenographic positions. Intimate 
acquaintance with business conditions reveals 
the fact that the stenographer in a business 
firm without an organized library is expected 
to know, or find out by some hook or crook, 
what his chief wants to know in matters of 
general information. 

Practical experience in working with busi- 
ness people has led me to the conclusion that 
all students taking business courses should be 
educated to know what the public libraries of 
their cities (both circulating and reference) 
can do for them. They should know how to 
get lending privileges; how to use card cata- 
logs, finding-lists, and open shelves; how to 
use the special reference collections and the 
help of the reference librarians. They should 
also be informed as to what special material 
the public library has to offer in technical and 
civic rooms or business men’s branches. In 
addition to knowing how to use the estab- 
lished library facilities of the community, the 
student should also know the names of the 
reference books that are helpful as aids in 
answering business questions, and how to use 
them. 

The ability to find information is not a mat- 
ter of intuition, but of training, and it will not 
suffice merely to tell students of existing re- 
sources. The knowledge of these resources 
should be drilled into them by thoro instruc- 
tion and lesson assignments which will de- 


mand the mastery of the contents of the ref- 
erence books studied. : 
Another contribution which library science 
can make profitably to business education is 
the application of some of its methods of work 
to the subject of office filing. The term “filing” 


' in business may be briefly defined as the ar- 


ranging and indexing of all correspondence, 
also printed and manuscript data pertaining to 
the transactions of a firm, not only for per- 
manent preservation, but especially for quick 
consultation as the need arises. 

There is no department of modern business 
which presents so crying a need for intelligent 
and trained workers as the one which, in busi- 
ness phraseology, is called “the files.” Some- 
times the filing difficulties of a business organi- 
zation are the result of inadequate systems of 
filing which have been installed, but 90 per 
cent of the difficulties are due to the fact that 
those in charge of this work are not sufli- 
ciently well educated to understand the con- 
tent of the papers they are handling, and also 
have had no preliminary training in the prin- 
ciples of filing. All the filing schemes which 
are being used in business organizations today 
are adaptations of the principles of classify 
ing and cataloging as taught by modern li- 
brary science, and it is entirely practicable to 
take this small portion of library science and 
make it the basis of well-defined instruction 
for the vocation of filing—Journal of the 
National Educational Associagon, December, 
1916. 


A PLEA FOR THE LIBRARY IN PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS

Our public libraries have done valiant work 
in showing what an important place a library 
holds in the educational life of a community 
and have proved that education is never 
finished, that it is largely a matter of self- 
direction after all, and that one of the most 
vitals needs is to train the self to know how to 
be a director instead of an imitator. Though 
the primary work of a public library is to serve 
the needs of the public, so generous is the li- 
brary spirit, so confident has it been of its 
mission, that it has shared most cordially its 
equipment, its limited appropriations, and its 
labors, with the school whose complicated 
courses of study have been so absorbing that 
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the library interests have been seriously ne- 
glected. Our schools, as well as the public, 
owe a deep and lasting gratitude to our pub- 
lic libraries. Few normal schools have given 
the systematic study to children’s literature 
that is now given to it by those in training 
for children’s librarians. The work of the 
“story hour” is a veritable “movement” for 
the development of a taste for the best litera- 
ture in our future citizens and therefore, for 
American national life. Work of this char- 
acter reveals that the school authorities should 
do their full share in its furtherance instead 
of continuing to lean upon the generous help 
offered by their elder sister, the public li- 
brary, who sees with single vision because of 
single interest, the full import of the matter. 
The school should not allow this sacrifice on 
the part of the public libraries to be encouraged 
or to grow unless local conditions make such 
a sacrifice a matter of expediency. The pub- 
lic libraries have proved to the schools that a 
great field is white unto the harvest. They 
have been pioneers and missionaries for the 
school. They have done great work in en- 
couraging and in supplying supplementary 
reading; they are doing a great work in con- 
nection with all of the schools all of the time, 
but the field has grown and is one which is 
growing, probably more rapidly than any other 
one field in school life, and, like all other 
large modern activities, should be divided. 
The modern library is a laboratory, and like 
other laboratories should have its material at 
hanu in the school building and under the im- 
mediate direction of one trained to handle it. 
If the school librarian is in every sense a 
faculty member, one in position, authority, 
opportunity, compensation, with other teachers 
of the local system she has a hold upon the 
situation which could never be gained by one 
not so connected. 
* * * * 

A school library would occupy much less 
space in a school building than is now generally 
given to a gymnasium and a swimming pool. 
It would cost less for equipment than do the 
engines and tools and benches and sewing 
machines and laundry tubs and food supplies 
of the manual training and domestic science 
departments; it would require much less ex- 
penditure to maintain the teaching and refer- 
ence work in connection with it than is now 
allowed for athletics and gymnastics; and yet 
in face of all other recent developments the 
school library is given very little consideration 


of a really constructive order, by school men. 
It usually is either very weak or supported in 
part or whole by the public library, or de- 
pendent upon teacher and student helpers in- 
stead of being under the direction of trained 
workers in its own field. It is seriously ham- 


‘pered by lack of an understanding of the kind 


of work it could and should do for the school. 

Many of the high schools of the country 
now have independent school libraries with a 
librarian, and often assistants also, giving un- 
interrupted time to the work. Many of these 
libraries are giving systematic instruction in 
the use of books, in regular classes. A school 
librarian in connection with the grammar 
grades is still quite unusual, though the field 
is as rich here as in high and normal schools. 
Instruction in the use of dictionaries, indexes 
to general reference guides, as well as the de- 
velopment of the cultural side of general 
reading through the story hour and reading 
circles should be begun in the grades and 
carried through the high schools under a con- 
tinuous developing program, cordially sup- 
ported by trained workers, adequate assistants 
and sufficient equipment. 

This training in selecting and organizing 
material from different books, is already being 
done to some extent in the grammar grades. 
One method of development, in connection with 
geography, is by means of a carefully worked 
out system to indicate the character of the 
information desired regarding the country, say 
the climate or soil of Italy, but, instead of 
giving any data, the pupil is referred to defi- 
nite pages in different geographies, any one 
of which contains the information desired. 
This information is then entered as briefly as 
possible in a loose-leaf note book. Each topic 
and country is treated in a similar way, leaving 
opportunity to insert maps, pictures collected 
from any source possible, or clippings. A 
student who gathers his material in this 
manner can scarcely fail to develop a “book- 
sense” from comparing the arrangement of 
material in different books and from the ex- 
perience of gathering facts for himself as an 
author would probably work. A similar plan 
is being developed for civic work among young 
pupils, giving special emphasis to local condi- 
tions with statistics gathered from reports of 
local boards. 

Let us hope that the time is near at hand 
when grammar and high schools will have 
their own libraries and librarians even as do 
colleges at the present time. The correspond- 
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ing need is only one of age and relative selec- 
tion of books, not an intrinsic one. The school 
library bears the same relation to the college 
library as early education bears to college edu- 
cation. 

The only valid excuse for not having school 
libraries would seem to be a passing one due 
to local conditions. Theoretically, the perma- 
nent development of the field of school librar- 
ies can best come when school boards assume 
the task and organize the work on a basis 
corresponding to that of other lines of school 
work, and engage only trained workers es- 
pecially prepared for library work as a Latin 
teacher is prepared for her work, and grant 
an equipment sufficient for the needs. 

Library work is educational work as truly 
as is any other phase of professional educa- 
tion. Those engaged in it should be trained 
for it, be given an opportunity to develop it, 
and be compensated for it on the basis of a 
teacher or a department head according to the 
relative responsibilities. Once awaken school 
men to the earnest consideration of these con- 
ditions and they will undoubtedly rise to meet 
the needs as they have risen to meet the 
changed conditions in other lines of pro- 


gressive educational work.—Education, Sep- 
tember, 1916. 

“Many educators of note, as well as college 
and university librarians, have emphasized*the 
urgent necessity of instruction and training 
in ‘book-using skill.’ 

“The place of the library in the work of all 
departments is one of increasing importance. 
The library is a resource or reservoir from 
which the student should draw constantly for 
information and inspiration, whether his in- 
terest lies in history, literature, or science. 
Every month of delay in instructing him in the 
meaning and use of the library lessens the 
efficiency of his course. 

“Every new student should be required to 
take some course in which is given definite 
practical instruction in the handling of library 
tools. It is not enough to instruct those who 
happen to choose -history or literature. Such 
a course, moreover, should not only be re- 
quired, but it should constitute a definite part 
of the work required for a degree. Perhaps 
the best way of securing its recognition would 
be to give it a definite credit toward a given 
degree.”—U. S. Bureau of Education. Bulletin,

THE DEBATERS’ HANDBOOKS 


How TuHey May Be Mape More UseFuL 


An editorial was published in the February 
number of the Readers’ Guide to Periodical 
Literature, calling attention to the wider use 
that might be made of the volumes in the 
Handbook and Debaters’ Handbook Series, 
and inquiring concerning plans for increasing 
the usefulness of these volumes. A number 
of librarians have responded to the request and 
the letters received have been very helpful and 
inspiring. There are some points, however, 
on which we should like to have a fuller ex- 
pression of opinion before making a final de- 
cision. 

One of the first questions asked was with 
regard to the future name of the Series. We 


now have two series, one the Debaters’ Hand- 
book Series, confined to subjects actually de- 
batable and containing briefs, bibliographies 
and reprinted articles both for and against 
the question; the other, the Handbook Series, 
for other social, economic or political ques- 
tions of the day, not suitable for debate. 


These handbooks contain lists of references 
and reprinted articles. It was questioned 
whether or not it would be advantageous to 
put all the volumes into one series, calling it 
by some characteristic title, as Readers’ Hand- 
book Series, Handbook Series, Questions of 
the Hour Series, etc. This seems to mect 
with general approval and the change to one 
series will be made as rapidly as can be done 
without undue confusion and inconvenience. 
Suggestions for a suitable title for the series 
will be gratefully received. 

The question of omitting the brief from 
the volumes in the Debaters’ Handbook Series 
did not receive a vote sufficiently favorable to 
warrant us in making the change at present. 
Many librarians and teachers wish the brief 
retained as it serves to guide the student in his 
work, A vote taken at the recent library 
meeting in Atlantic City revealed 38 librarians 
in favor of retaining the brief and 6 opposed. 
A few of the replies indicated that the brief 
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would be more useful if printed as a separate 
pamphlet. The sentiment as expressed so far 
is not sufficiently strong however to warrant 
making a change at present. We shall be glad 
to hear from any others interested concerning 
this point. 

Similarly, the replies received in favor of 
adding an index to the volumes and of shorten- 
ing the list of references so as to include more 
reprints, were so few in number as to make 
it seem inadvisable to change our present 
system until there is a greater demand for it. 

A number of librarians have told us that 
they find it necessary to order more than one 
copy of these handbooks so that one copy may 
always be available for reference while others 
are being circulated. One school library has as 
many as six copies of one title in use at one 
time. Another librarian reports the interest- 
ing fact that these’ volumes cannot be put on 
the open shelves because they are too apt to 
disappear entirely. All of which would serve 
to indicate that these handbooks are useful 
to the circulating public as well as in the ref- 
erence room. When you stop to think of it, a 
library that willingly buys five, ten or fifteen 
copies of the latest novel to keep its fiction 
readers satisfied should be glad to buy several 
copies of each of these handbooks to satisfy 
the no less important demands of its readers 
for information on the leading questions of 
the day. 


Stupy OUTLINE SERIES 


A letter was sent not long ago to some 
twenty-five representative reference librarians 
and workers in library commissions who have 
had experience in planning courses of study 
and finding reference material for women’s 
clubs, asking for subjects on which pamphlets 
in the Study Outline Series would be useful 
for future work. A list of subjects for which 
outlines had been requested at various times 
was submitted with the letter and librarians 
were asked to vote for those most needed, 
also to include any other topics not on the list 
for which they had a demand. The replies 
have been tabulated and the result shows that 
of the subjects voted on tue following were 
the most popular, American Drama, Immigra- 
tion, Child Welfare, Advance Movements in 
Education (Special systems and experiments 
such as the Montessori and Hetty Brown 
methods, out-of-door education, Eurythmics, 
etc.), The History and Development of the 
Theater, etc. The work of preparing outlines 
on these subjects will be undertaken as soon 
as practicable. Much demand has also been 
made for an outline on Russian Literature and 
the preparation of such an outline has been 
undertaken by Miss Clara E. Fanning, of the 
Minneapolis Public Library. In view of re- 
cent developments this seems an especially 
timely subject. 








NEW PERIODICALS INDEXED 


RESULTs OF THE RECENT QUESTION- 
NAIRE 


Some weeks ago there was sent to all sub- 
scribers both for the Readers’ Guide and 
Readers’ Guide Supplement, a questionnaire 
regarding the inclusion of new periodicals in 
both of these indexes, and asking for a vote 
on several questions of policy. A large 
number of replies have been received and 
tabulated, and the conclusions reached are 
here summarized briefly. 

The replies received were first classified 
according to the size of the library, and 
those received from subscribers to the 
Readers’ Guide only were distinguished 
from those received from subscribers to 
both the Readers’ Guide and the Readers’ 


Guide Supplement. This was done in order 
that we might determine the amount of 
variance between the needs of the large and 
of the small libraries. The results proved 
that their needs and desires were very much 
the same. The only practical difference 
lay in the larger number of votes received 
from libraries taking both the Guide and 
the Supplement for periodicals to be indexed 
in the Supplement—a perfectly natural re- 
sult. 

Of the periodicals selected for indexing 
in the Readers’ Guide, the New York Times 
Current History Magazine was far ahead 
with a total of 130 votes from the 274 re- 
plies tabulated. Other magazires elected 
by a decisive number of votes are (in order 
of the number of votes received) Poetry, 
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Pan-American Magazine, Immigrants in 
America Review, Bellman, Russian Review, 
International Socialist Review, and the 
Mentor. It was also decided to transfer 
the Yale Review from the Readers’ Guide 
Supplement to the Readers’ Guide. 

Magazines receiving a sufficiently large 
number of votes to be elected for indexing 
in the Readers‘ Guide Supplement are Mod- 
ern Language Notes, Arts and Decoration, 
American Journal of Public Health, Social 
Hygiene, Harvard Theological Review, Eu- 
genics Review, and the New Statesman. It 
is the intention to undertake the indexing 
of all new periodicals as rapidly as the 
necessary copies can be secured from the 
publishers and to begin all indexing with the 
January, 1917, issue. The indexing of these 
periodicals for the cumulated volumes will 
be carried back to beginning of the period 
covered by the cumulations, or in case of 
periodicals recently begun, to the first 
number of the periodical issued. 

The matters of policy listed in this ques- 
tionnaire received considerable attention, 
enough, we believe, to consider the replies 
as indicative of the trend of opinion of all 
our subscribers. Of the periodicals sug- 
gested for transfer, either from the Readers’ 
Guide to the Supplement, or vice-versa, the 
Yale Review was the only one to receive 
a sufficient number of requests to warrant us 
in making the change. This will henceforth 
be indexed in the Readers’ Guide. The vote 
stood in the proportion of four to one in 
favor of dropping the Journal of Education 
from the list of periodicals now indexed in 
the Readers’ Guide Supplement. Accord- 
ingly it will no longer be indexed. Not suffi- 
cient sentiment was expressed in favor of 
indexing a moving picture magazine or of 
dropping the Ladies’ Home Journal, Delin- 
eator and Woman’s Home Companion from 
the Readers’ Guide to warrant any action 
being taken. 

Out of the 274 replies tabulated 168 voted 
in favor of eliminating from the five-year 
cumulations of the Readers’ Guide and Sup- 
plement, articles of an ephemeral nature, 
such as brief editorials, correspondence, etc. 
Forty-two voted against it and the remain- 
ing 64 registered no opinion one way or the 
other. The vote would seem to indicate 
that the majority of libraries would prefer to 
have these entries dropped. This would 
serve to reduce, to a slight extent, the size 
of these five-year volumes and perhaps 
make the remaining references more avail- 


able. 


There are certain objections, how- 
ever, which should be carefully considered 
before the matter is finally decided. In the 
first place, if these entries were omitted 
from the five-year volumes, would libra- 
rians think when they have occasion to look 
up a particular subject, that perhaps some 
entry had been omitted which would give 
the desired information and so find it neces- 
sary to keep the annuals and refer to them 
as well as to the five-year volumes? Is 
there any likelihood that this so-called 
ephemeral material would continue to have 
a certain value for reference that would 
make its exclusion from the five-year cumu- 
lation unadvisable? Would opinions differ 
as to what entries should be dropped? 

It has been decided, as a test, to mark 
every entry in the April number of the 
Readers’ Guide that refers to an article of 
this character with a superior letter so that 
librarians may look up these entries and 
judge for themselves whether or not the 
articles so marked could be dropped from 
the five-year cumulations without resulting 
loss and inconvenience. If this is to be at- 
tempted the editors must record the arti- 
cles to be dropped from the cumulations 
as they are first indexed, for to attempt to 
select them while the material in the five 
annuals is being combined and re-edited 
would mean the looking up and re-reading 
of so many of them as to make the cost 
prohibitive. The April number of the 
Readers’ Guide has been chosen for the ex- 
periment, as this is. a single number and 
all the articles are indexed for the first time. 

It is difficult to decide what should be 
done with regard to the indexing of Col- 
lier’s and the Saturday Evening Post. Out 
of the 274 libraries voting, 49 asked that the 
Saturday Evening Post should be indexed. 
At the same time 43, almost an’ equal num- 
ber, registered an emphatic No to the ques- 
tion of its usefulness when compared with 
the cost of binding and shelving. Mean- 
while, the publishers of Collier’s after flatly 
refusing to send editorial copies for index- 
ing have, since the announcement of that 
fact in the February number of the Readers’ 
Guide, written us of their own accord, send- 
ing the desired copies and asking to be re- 
instated. Should we grant this request and 
continue the indexing? If we continue to 
index Collier’s should we not also index the 
Saturday Evening Post? If libraries keep 
these publications for the year only but do 
not bind them for permanent reference, 
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would it be well to index both Collier’s 
and the Saturday Evening Post for the 
monthly and annual numbers and omit them 
from the five-year cumulations? Or shall 
we index the leading articles only and 


carry the entries into the five-year volumes? 
On these questions we shall be glad to have a 
more definite expression of opinion after the 
April number is issued, before a final decision 
is made, 








BOOK NOTES

CAMPBELL, J. Maup, comp. Selected List of 
Russian Books. pa. soc. A. L. A. Pub- 
lishing Board, Chicago, 1916. 

The request for books in a foreign tongue 
gives the inexperienced librarian a feeling of 
utter helplessness. The tyro commandeers the 
nearest person speaking the language desired, 
usually an official of some sort, and obtains a 
list often miles over the heads of the people 
requesting the books. The lists of the A. L. A. 
are the greatest possible help, since they give 
the information necessary to get the books, 
and furnish someone “to blame it on” if the 
selection is not pleasing to the public. The 
“Selected List of Russian Books,” compiled 
by J. Maud Campbell for the Free Public Li- 
orary Commission of Massachusetts, is one of 
the best of the A. L. A. foreign book lists. 
Since the very look of a book title in Russian 
is awe-inspiring, Miss Campbell has accom- 
panied each entry with a translation into Eng- 
lish. She also gives the classification number, 
the proper subject heading, price and occa- 
sional notes. Miss Campbell’s remarkable work 
with foreigners gives her unusual knowledge 
of their needs and wants, and the fact that 
she had the advice of Russian scholars insures 
bibliographical accuracy. 


30WERMAN, SARAH GRAHAM, comp. Recent 
French Literature; an Annotated List of 
Books Recommended for Libraries. 25c. 

A. L. A. Publishing Board, Chicago, 1916. 
Public libraries always have two classes ‘of 
people to keep in mind in buying French 
books, the French people in their locality, and 
the larger class of Americans who wish to 
keep in touch with the recent French literature. 
Because of the different standards of the two 
nations and the fact that many of the readers 
are young, the selection is extremely difficult. 
This list expressly states in the preface “books 
of particularly objectionable subject matter and 
treatment have been omitted, even when by 
prominent authors,” which is reassuring. It is 


a classified list, well annotated, and gives date, 
publisher and price. 


Scott, Carrie E., comp. Manual for Institu- 
tion Libraries. (Library handbook, 10) 
2s5c. A. L. A. Publishing Board, 1916. 

While this pamphlet is intended to help the 
librarian in state institutions, it would be use- 
ful for anyone placed in charge of a small 
public library, though some of the technical 
part seems unnecessarily formal and instruc- 
tive. Any “teacher-librarian” would be daunted 
by the eight pages of “Supplies for 1,000 vol- 
umes” out of the thirty-eight pages contained 
in the book. 


Indiana University, Bloomington, Indiana, 
has recently -published two bulletins of unusual 
interest, the first on “Community institutes,” a 
new instrument for public welfare science. 
“The first community institute was held at 
Sauk City, Wisconsin, in February, 1913. 
Since then the universities of California, Colo- 
rado, North Dakota, Kansas, Minnesota, Michi- 
gan and Indiana have adopted the community 
institute, State boards and even some private 
agencies have recently taken up the commu- 
nity institute idea and have adapted it to their 
purposes. A community institute is a program 
designed to promote thought and discussion on 
the current social problems which are the im- 
mediate concern of every citizen, and to arouse 
and foster in each community a spirit of 
friendliness and cooperation.” With such laud- 
able aims the institutes should succeed. The 
other bulletin referred to is on “Package Li- 
braries,” which gets together material from 
various sources on this little known topic. It 
concludes, “The material which goes into the 
making of package libraries is unorthodox, 
viewed from the standpoint of the conventional 
library. But a large part of it is either intro- 
ductory or supplementary to books, and has a 
distinct value for purposes of research in 
movements whose history is still new and 
whose origins are obscure.”

RounD TABLE CONFERENCE OF MICHI- 
GAN HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARIANS 


A Round Table of Michigan High School 
librarians met March 29-30 at Ann Arbor in 
the University Library. Mr. Bishop, librarian 
of the University Library, gave a cordial greet- 
ing to the librarians, and explained the exten- 
sion work of the University in connection with 
High School service. 

The meeting was presided over by Miss 
Hopkins, of Central High School, Detroit. 
Miss Ball, of Central High School, Grand 
Rapids, was secretary. The chief reason for 
calling the meeting was to work toward some 
agreement as to what library training should 
be given in high school libraries. Each libra- 
rian was called on to state what she was doing 
in her school and to offer plans of work. Then 
a committee was appointed to consider the dif- 
ferent plans proposed and work out a course 
which should embody the minimum require- 
ment for a satisfactory course in both Junior 
and Senior high schools. ‘ This committee con- 
sisted of three members, Miss King, Miss 
Hume, and Miss Hoffman. 

In order to arrange for future meetings, 
Miss Poray, of Northeastern High School, 
was elected chairman for the year, and Miss 
Ball, secretary. Aside from the discussion of 
plans of work, the important feature of the 
conference was the report on the “Administra- 
tion of Libraries in Secondary Schools,” given 
by Mr. Certain, of the English department, 
Cass Technical High School, Detroit. This re- 
port was prepared for the North Central As- 
sociation of Secondary Schools, and was so 
carefully and completely worked out that the 
conference made a request that when the re- 
port was printed, extra copies should be pro- 
vided by the proper authorities for distribution 
among high school librarians.

THE SOUTHERN ASSOCIATION OF SCHOOL 
LIBRARIANS 


At a meeting of the Washington and Balti- 
more school librarians held in the New Cen- 
tral High School, at Washington, on Novem- 
ber 9, 1916, it was agreed to join together in 
an Association, “the object of which is to pro- 
mote the interests of school libraries in the 
South.” The Constitution was approved at the 


next meeting, January 4, 1917, and the follow- 
ing officers were elected: Miss Laura Mann 
(Librarian of the New Central High School, 
Washington), President; Miss Alice Reins 
(Librarian of the City College, Baltimore), 
Vice-President ; Miss Dorothy Snyder (Libra- 
rian of the Teachers’ Library, Washington), 
Secretary; Miss Dorothy Boyd (Librarian of 
the Eastern High School, Washington), Treas- 
urer, 

The plan is to have all of the school libra- 
rians of the South join the Association; each 
city to have its own branch organization, and 
its own by-laws. A general news letter will be 
sent from the headquarters branch, Washing- 
ton, D.C., after each one of its meetings, to 
every member of the Association. Also, a con- 
vention will be held in the spring of each year, 
with delegates from each branch organization, 
meeting to discuss their various school prob- 
lems. 


This Association is especially fortunate in 
having Dr. Philander Claxton, Commissioner 
of Education, as one of its active endorsers. It 
is hoped that the personnel of the Honorary 
Membership will be ready for publication in 
the near future.

An author and subject index to seventy-four 
periodicals indexed in the current Readers’ 
Guide Supplement. Fifty-five of these are in- 
dexed for the entire period, the remaining nine- 
teen, from 1913 to 1915, inclusive. These nine- 
teen periodicals were transferred to the Sup-

This is a list of some 1,100 periodicals that 
have been indexed either in Poole, the Faxon 
indexes, the Engineering Index or the various 
indexes published by The H. W. Wilson Com- 
pany, Periodicals are entered under the latest 
form of the title with cross-references from 
former titles. The information for each peri- 
odical, as completely as could be obtained, in- 
cludes place of publication, dates, inclusive 
volume numbers, frequency of publication, 
number of volumes per year, regular month for 
beginning each volume, whether or not title 
pages are issued, inclusive volumes indexed in 
the standard periodical indexes, Library of 
Congress catalog numbers, changes in title, 
combinations and irregularities in publication.

An attempt has been made to give in this 
pamphlet a fairly complete historical résumé of 
the wage question and the logical conclusions 
drawn therefrom. The trend of the article is 
in favor of a minimum wage scale. A bibliog- 
raphy and a list of the laws and cases cited 
are included. 


British Museum Liprary. By Gertrude B. 
Rawlings. 231 pages, $1.25 postpaid, 

This is an interesting account of the history 
and development of the British Museum and 
the many valuable treasures it contains. The 
book provides readers with a brief and well- 
arranged survey of the contents of the library 
and the methods of obtaining access to them. 
Appendices are added giving in tabulated form 
the chief accessions and treasures of the li- 
brary, the names of the principal librarians and 
a selected list of official publications. 


THE CARE OF PAMPHLETS AND CLIPPINGS IN LI- 
BRARIES. By Philena A. Dickey. 28 pages, 
paper, 25c. 

This paper was presented as a thesis to meet 
the graduation requirements of the library 
school of the New York public library in 1916. 
It is an account and comparison of the various 
methods and devices employed in libraries for 
the selection and care of pamphlets and mak- 
ing them accessible for use. The questions of 
binding and of the use of pamphlet boxes or 
vertical files are especially well covered. 


Some oF THE Best Dramas. By F. K. W. 
Drury, A.M., B.L.S., Assistant Librarian, 
University of Illinois. 24 pages, paper, 
10c; 100 copies, $2. 

There are 262 plays included in this list, 
written by American, English, Classic, Dutch, 
French, German, Italian, Russian, Scandina- 
vian and Spanish authors. The plays are 
grouped first by nationality and then by period, 
and are listed by author with publisher and 
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date of publication. The most representative 
dramatists of each country have been named 
and their best plays selected. The list will be 
interesting and helpful to those wishing sug- 
gestions for reading or study of the drama and 
also those who wish to select plays to act. 





SeveNty-Five Books or ADVENTURE FoR Boys 
AND Girts. Prepared by the Children’s 
Department of the Cleveland Public Li- 
brary. 10 pages, paper, 10c; 100 copies, $2. 

These books are all old favorites. The note 
after each tells a little of the story, answers 
some of the questions parents and teachers 
might ask and suggests a good book to read 
afterward. The list will interest children and 
will also be helpful to parents and teachers in 
selecting books for the children. 


MiitAry TRAINING IN SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES, 
INCLUDING Mitirary CAmps. (Debaters’ 
Handbook Series.) Compiled by Agnes 
Van Valkenburgh. 1,208 pages, cloth, $1.25. 

Similar to other volumes of this series, the 
volume contains affirmative and negative briefs, 

a bibliography and reprints of important arti- 

cles covering all phases of the subject. The 

articles on Military Camps are included in a 

separate section at the close of the book. 


Minimum Wace. (Debaters’ Handbook Se- 
ries.) Compiled by Mary Katharine Reely. 
xxvi, 202 pages, cloth, $1.25. 

Affirmative and negative briefs, a selected 
bibliography and reprints of valuable articles 
on the subject, selected to cover the history 
and development of the question and its pres- 
ent status, are included in this volume. To 
make the contents more easily accessible, an 
index has been added. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE, INCLUDING COMPULSORY 
Miitary Service. Volume II. ( Debaters’ 
Handbook Series.) Compiled by Agnes 
Van Valkenburgh. liv, 204 pages, paper, 
$1.25. 

In this volume will be found reprints of the 
best available material and selected lists of ref- 
erences both on the general subject of National 
Defense and on Compulsory Military Service. 
The material for each division is grouped sep- 


arately and classified so as to be easily access- 
ible. Affirmative and negative briefs are in- 
cluded on the subject of Compulsory Military 
Service. 


Prison Rerorm. (The Handbook Series.) 
Compiled by Corinne Bacon. xxxvi, 309 
pages, cloth, $1.25. 

This volume describes the development and 
present status of the prison reform movement 
from many angles and in the words of those 
who have been foremost in the work. Attempt 
has been made to cover the phases of greatest 
present interest, such as the Honor System, 
Psychopathic Clinics and Classification of 
Prisoners, Indeterminate Sentence, etc. A 
classified bibliography of some 370 titles has 
been included, and a chapter, “The Prison of 
the Future,” has been contributed by Thomas 
Mott Osborne. 


Arutetics. (Abridged Debaters’ Handbook 
Series.) By Julia E. Johnsen. 103 pages, 
paper, 35¢c. 


This pamphlet contains a classified bibliogra- 
phy, affirmative and negative briefs and re- 
prints of a number of valuable articles on the 
question: “Resolved, That our present system 
of interschool and intercollegiate athletics is 
detrimental and its replacement by universal 
athletics under educational control would be 
desirable.” 


Non-Resistance, (Abridged Debaters’ Hand- 
book Series.) Compiled by Mary Prescott 
Parsons. 93 pages, paper 35c. 

The word “Non-Resistance” is used in this 
handbook to mean “the substitution, by a na- 
tion, of the positive moral force of goodwill 
for war in settling international difficulties.” 
Similar to other pamphlets of this series, briefs, 
a bibliography and many good articles on each 
side are included. 


CONTEMPORARY AMERICAN LITERATURE. (Study 
Outline Series.) Prepared by Anna L. 
Guthrie. 79 pages, paper, 35c. 

Pattee’s “History of American Literature 
since 1870” has been chosen as the basis for 
this outline altho some authors not given in 
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Pattee have been included. Authors whose lit- 
erary activity has had its beginning since 1900, 
have not been mentioned. References and re- 
commended readings are included under each 
topic, and an annotated list of the most useful 
volumes on the subject completes the outline. 


QuEsTIONS OF THE Hour: SocrtaL, Economic, 
InpusTRIAL. (Study Outline Series.) By 
Justina Leavitt Wilson. 30 pages, paper, 
25¢. 

Nineteen programs are given based on twen- 
ty-two volumes in the Debaters’ Handbook Se- 
ries and the Handbook Series. The subjects 
covered are Immigration, Child Labor, Em- 
ployment of Women, Mothers’ Pensions, 
Woman Suffrage, Prohibition of the Liquor 
Traffic, Unemployment, Minimum Wage, Or- 
ganization of Labor, Open versus Closed Shop, 
Municipal Ownership, Federal Control of In- 
terstate Corporations, Taxation, Agricultural 
Credit, Compulsory Insurance, Socialism, Mon- 
roe Doctrine, National Defense, and World 
Peace.
